Ho rested well last night with the 
exception of three hours. From 11 r. M 
until 2 A. M. he was vei-y feverish, md 
tho tomperaiare ..'-thigh.

brought up considerable pus from tho 
luugs. The continual hawking r id ex- 
pectoration which attended tho glandular 
swell;-ig had <":sappearetl and a deep, 
heavy cough, proceod:-ig r.-oiutuo depths 
of the lungs, has taken its place. Aicer tho 
fever left tho patient ho fell into a sleep 
wb-'ch was only broken when tlio desire 
to cough came on him, or ho was awak- 
ened to take food. Tho morning bulle- 
tin presaged a comfortable day. The 
temperature was reported normal at 98.4, 
pulse 100, aud resporatiou 19. Tho doc- 
tors said that tho patient was in a cheer- 
f .1' frame of miud, and Lad oaten fruit for 
breakfast, m addition to I"JB regular diet 
of toast and milk gruel. Tho fruit con- 
sumed was two small bites of a pear, 
which tho President seemed to relish. 
Ho do-i not tnTte his regular meals with 
any appetite, and this is ascribed by Dr. 
Bliss to tho fact that ho is fed at such 
frequent intervals.

Oth- 
ers say it is one of tho best signs Of a 
pyramid condition of tho blood.

tion was started by three ladies, and has 
certainly commended itself to tho pub- 
lic mind to some extent, seeing that it 
now numbers 450 members.

cry, wearing ol crape, and putting of 
children and servants into black; rec- 
ommends that mourning should bo 
shown by a black band round tho arm, 
or by a black scarf, and .aims generally 
at minimizing mourning. Should any 
ono desire further information on the 
subject, we have no doubt it would be 
gladly supplied by the Honorary Secre- 
tary, Fairneld lAalvern. This reform 
is ft matter in which wo believe that the 
assistance of tho upper classes would 
bo particularly effective, and that jl 
pooplo of undeniable wealth and posi- 
tion will take it up they will thereby 
confer a boon on many poor and less 
influential ones, who fear to incur tho 
reproach of poverty, if they should at- 
tempt by themselves to shake off the 
burden pressing on them, but who would 
gladly follow in tho wake of persons of 
rank or millionaires, who by their cir- 
cumstances aro secured from any dan- 
ger of such a charge. And to conclude 
with a practical suggestion, we would 
remind every one who wishes well to 
mourning reform that ho can materially 
and easily help it on by stating his 
views on tho suojoct in his will, and by 
requesting his friends to carry them put 
at his decease.—London Spectator. ' ••

Trco Culture In California. 


Eight years ago an emigrant from an 


Eastern State arrived in one of the bay 
counties with his family and a capital 
of 8'*5. 
Ho had some knowledge of 


horticulture, and was a good practical 
gardener. A capitalist, who was tho 
owner of some comparatively useless 
land, contracted with this emigrant for 
planting and tending forty acres of this 
land in Australian gums or eucalyptus. 
Tho breaking, fencing, planting and 
labor on the land cost tho owner 
§3,600. At tho end of the first year ho 
had 32,001) thrifty trees, and the second 
year he set out the shaded ground in 
pasture, which retained its verdure near- 
ly throughout the entire twelve months, 
snowing a denser growth from year to 
year. At the beginning of the third 
year ho utilized this pasture for dairy 
cows, and found it strong enough to 
support two cows to the acre. He esti- 
mated its value for this use at 84 per 
mouth per acre for eight months out of 
twelve, or §32 per year per acre. The 
total yearly profit from this source was 
$1,280. At tho end of the eighth year 
he was offered in cash by tho keepers 
of a wood yard thirty cents each for his 
trees, or §250 per acre, the purchaser 
to pay nil tho cost of cutting and re- 
moving the timber. Tho total value 
was $9,600, but in tho meantime the 
owner of the land had had five years' 
use of the pasture, which, by his own 
close estimate, was worth to him 80,000, 
This makes the grand total of gross 
earnings in eight years 815,600. irom 
tliis must be deducted 83,600 paid out 
tor the nursery plants, fencing and labor 
and an expense of 8500 for water for 
irrigr.tion during tho lirst two years, 
leaving a net income of 811,500, or 
8287.50 per ftcre for the eight years, or 
836 per acre for one year.—San Fran- 
tiisao Chronicle.

A Pew Words on Cellars. 


Thoso who failed to purify their cel- 


lars thoroughly in the spring cannot ex- 
pect wholly to escape, through this hot 
weather, tho consequences of their neg- 
lect. The vitiated air therein becomes 
more and moro vitiated as the boat 
increases, and since much of it finds its 
way continually into living and sleeping 
rooms, it must prove more or loss dele- 
terious according to tho nature and 
amount of tho impurities that taint it. 
If decaying vegetables and other refuse 
be carried out in tho spring, and the 
floor be mopped or sofubbed off some- 
what, this is gonerally.Gonsidored suffi- 
cient for tho collar, wfiich is out of sight, 
and too frequently therefore "out of 
mind." The question of dry or damp, 
clean or unclean collars is a moro im- 
portant one than many seem to think. 
Unless this apartment is kept with at 
least tolerable neatness, no matter how 
perfect the parlor, kitchen and other 
rooms may be, pure air — tho first and 
primary clement of good housekeeping, 


* good health—cannot bo ob- 
as also of 
tained. 


Too frequently barrels of pork and 


brine, perhaps old and tainted, and 
emitting a most disagreeable and un- 
wholesome smell, along with soap-kegs, 
jars of half-spoiled soap-grease, and the 
like, are allowed in tho cellar, and in 
close proximity to butter and milk, 
which, as is well known, readily absorbs 
impurities and strong odors. 
These 


should never bo allowed in a room used 
for milk, butter, fruit, and the like, but 
should be stored in a separate apartment, 
or what is better still, in somo building 
or outside collar entirely apart from the 
house. 
Often decaying timbers and 


floors, slimy and wet, arc to bo found in 
collars; walls dripping with moisture 
and covered with mold; along with sour 
and musty milk-shelves and cup-boards; 
all lending their noxious exhalations to 
tho air. 
l 


Tho loss thorp is which is made of 


wood in a collar the better, aa the air is 
necessarily moro damp than in rooms 
nbovo ground, and consequently moro 
favorable for molds. 
All necessary ta- 


bles and shelves should bo smooth and 
plain, so that they may be easily cleaned; 
whilo tho floors should never bo of wood, 
but of stono, brick or ocmont; the latter 
being probably best, or as good, with 
loss expense. Theso, If nicely laid, are 
nearly as smooth as plastered walls, and 
if not brought into service till dry and 
well hardened, and then used with rea- 
sonable care, will remain smooth and 
unbroken for years, and may bo scrub- 
bed or mopped off nearly as easily as a 
floor. The wall from tho ground to tho 
ceiling, as also overhead, should bo 
lathed and plastered. This renders tho 
cellar warmer in winter and cooler in 
summer, while it also gives a better 
chanco to apply whitewash. This is a 
groat sweetener and purifier, and a 
rough coat of it should bo laid ovcr tho 
entire side walls and ceiliqgevery spring.

Fire Spc'cdily Sweeps Away 


Several Thousand Dollars 


Worth of Property. 


A Ked Hot Tlmr.

wood contained a large amount of salt, 
and also cement, firo brick, eks. The 
fire-buck of course stood the fire nobly 
and a sinaU portion of the salt was by 
groat exertion saved, but the bulk of the 
contents and the build:ug are a total 
loss. There werorlso stored here all the 
bobsleighs used by the firm in its w;nter 
business, aud these were burned. The 
firm's loss will be about 83,000, which is 
only covered --i pprl, tlie insurance being 
about 81,000.
